Dear Boys and Girls: 

Every week a queen comes to 
Jewish homes. She arrives at 
sunset on Friday and stays until 
three stars shine in the sky on 
Saturday. Her name, of course. 
you’ve guessed, is Queen Sab- 
bath. 

When mother blesses the 
twinkling candles and father 
makes kiddush over the wine and 
hallah, everyone says “Good 
Shabbat,” and then we know that 
Queen Sabbath is here. 

Everything about the Sabbath 
is done in a special way to do 
honor to the queen. 

My grandmother, who used to 
bake crusty twisted hallahs for 
us every Friday, let me help 
sometimes. After we had kneaded 
the dough and let it rise, we 
used to cut off a piece and throw 
it into the fire. We did that in 
memory of the time when we 
had our beautiful Temple in 
Jerusalem and everyone brought 
part of his dough to be sacrificed 
on the altar there. It was called 
Hallah. 

Then we would cut the dough 
in six pieces, one for each week- 
day, and twist the pieces into 
loaves for Queen Sabbath. Grand- 
mother brushed the tops of the 
loaves with a feather dipped in 
egg yolk, sprinkled poppy seed 
on top and slipped them into the 
oven. When they came out all 
golden and fragrant, I knew it 
was almost time for the Sabbath 
feast, the meal that always 
tasted more delicious than any 
of the good things we ate all 
week. That was on account of the 
Sabbath spice. 

The Sabbath Spice 

There was once an Emperor 
who used to like to go in disguise 
through the streets of the city 
to see how his people lived. 

One day the Emperor was 
strolling through the Jewish 
quarter. He passed the usually 
busy shops of the goldsmiths, 
the diamond merchants, the char- 
coal burners, and the weavers, 
but today everything was still. 
It was the Sabbath. The Emperor 
could see inside the scrubbed 
and shining houses and he found 
the Jews enjoying their Sabbath 
meal. 

“This must be some marvel- 
ous kind of food they are eat- 
ing,” thought the Emperor.

NEW YORK—Fourteen speeches and articles 
_about Jews were entered in the Congressional 
Record in the two weeks from Aug. 28 to Sept.

William Langer (R., N. D.) figuring in two of 
them, in one of which he attacked the Sedition 
Trial and in the second of which he inserted 
five newspaper editorials demanding that Great 
Britain open the doors to Palestine tod allow 
European Jews to find sanctuary there. 


Rep. James A. Wright (D., Pa.) opened the 
series with a talk condemning the attempts 
of some Republicans to “incite the people of 
America to prejudice because of Mr. Hillman’s 
foreign birth or because of his affiliation with 


the Jewish religion.” Rep. Noah M. Mason 
(R., Ill.) took the opposite stand when he in- 
serted an article from the Hollywood Citizen- 


News attacking Mr. Hillman as a “cunning 
conniver” and pointing out that he “still speaks 
with the accent of his homeland”. The article 
also mentions that Mr. Hillman trained for 
the rabbinate. 

The Maidenak slaughter disclosures made 
the Congressional Record when Rep. Earl R. 
Lewis (R., Ohio) printed two newspaper re- 
ports of the massacres, and Rep. Samuel Dick- 


swered Rep. Dickstein’s demand for more free 
ports in the United States with a call on 
Britain to open the doors to Palestine. Sen. 
James J. Davis (R., Pa.) printed an editorial 
from the Pittsburgh Sun-Telegraph urging the 
doors of Palestine be opened and neutral coun- 
tries be persuaded to offer temporary shelter. 

Sen. Robert R. Reynolds (D., N. C.) was 
represented with an editorial from the Col- 
orado Springs Gazette, which deplored the ad- 
mission of war refugees to this country. The 
editorial said that “. . . immigration must be 
regulated both by selection and by the time 
factor involved in assimilation.” 

The script of the first broadcast of a Jewish 
service from liberated territory from the Rome 
synagogue was inserted by Rep. Edward J.

JERUSALEM — Dr. Israel_J. 
Kligler, prominent American 
bacteriologist who has headed 
the Department of Hygiene and 
Bacteriology. at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity for several years, died 
suddenly Sunday night of a heart 
attack suffered at his home in the 
settlement of Nathania. He was 
35. 


Dr. Gligler was on the staff of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History from 1911 to 1915 and was 
with the Rockefeller Institute 
from 1916 to 1920. He came to 
Palestine in 1921 where he had 
remained since except for occas- 
ional visits to the United States 
and service on various scientific 
commissions. 

In Palestine Dr. Kligler pio- 
neered in developing adequate 
medical facilities. After serving 
as chief of the Bacterialogical 
Department of the Hadassah 
Medical Mission, he joined the 
staff of the Hebrew University. 
In July, 1943, he was awarded 
the Golden Cross of Merit by the 
Polish Government-in-Exile for 
developing and testing on himself 
and his assistants an anti-typhus 
vaccine which saved the lives of 
Polish soldiers in Russia. Early 
this year he headed a mission 
sent from here by the American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee to Aden to provide medical 
aid for refugees from Yemen

Arnold Levin, whose column 
“In the Lobbies” is syndicated by 
the Independent Jewish Press 
Service, criticizes the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council, asking: “Why wasn’t 
the Jewish press admitted to the 
Sessions of the NCRAC?” Just 
for the record, I want to stat that 
I wrote to the NCRAC requesting 
permission for our staff corre- 
spondent to cover the session in 
question, but for some reason my 
letter arrived in their office too 
late for them to consider the re- 
quest. You may remember that I 
wrote for the same privilege when 
the first organization meeting 
was held back in March and was 
turned down because “the meet- 
ing will deal primarily with con- 
crete problems of anti-Semitism 
rather than concentrating on or- 


ganization structure and_ since 
much of the information: will, 
therefore, be of a confidential 
nature.” 


As a result U. S. Jewry does 
not know what is going on in 
the NCRAC. Now I am not on 
my high horse this time criticis- 
ing anybody, because actually the 
NCRAC has been much fairer to 
the press than most Jewish or- 
ganizations doing the same kind 
of work. For instance, can you 
imagine the Anti-Defamation 
League cr the American Jewish 
Committee permitting reporters 
to cover their sessions, or as the 
NCRAC did, holding a press con- 
ference for the Anglo-Jewish 
press. 


But this does give me a hook 


on which to hang my favorite 
argument—about the need for a 
national Anglo-Jewish publica- 
tion with power and prestige. Say 
The Post were that paper, I 


could have covered this particu- 
lar series of meetings, with an 
ace staff correspondent. With 
about fifty men more or less at 
these sessions, our correspond- 
ent would know enough of them 
personally, to have gotten the in- 
side ddpe on what went on. It 


just couldn’t be otherwise. There’s

One of the things I think we 
need now is a generally accepted 
minimum set of standards, the 
meeting of which would indicate 
that a Jew was not shirking his 
obligations to his religion. For 
instance, as far as I know, a Jew 
is expected to fill one hundred 
per cent every part of the respon- 
sibilities his Judaism imposes on 
him. This is a perfectionist de- 
mand, and because 99 per cent of 
the Jews cannot stand up to this 
kind of a test, he is always made 
to feel so guilty that he gives up 
everything instead of trying to 
do the best he can. This is espe- 
cially true of Conservative and 
Orthodox Judaism. But even in 
Reform Judaism, there is no 
understanding of what is expected 
of the Jewish laymen, other than 
this 100 per cent fulfillment. 

Several years back I wrote an 
editorial on “The Minimum Jews” 
which was widely reprinted, in 
which I listed the standards be- 
low which I didn’t feel any Jew 
could go and still maintain that 
he was an upstanding member of 
the community. This was not con- 
cerned with religious observance 
exclusively, however. 

Is every Jew expected to fast 
on Yom Kippur? Should all Jew- 
ish stores be closed on Rosh 
Hashonah and Yom Kippur? Are 
Jewish children to stay home 
from school on Succoth? Could 
a Jew eat beef at a restaurant 
which was not kosher, and still 
feel that he was observing the 
dietary laws? Just because I say 
minimum doesn’t indicate that 
maximum observance need be 
discouraged. It is just that so 
many Jews feel that since they 
can’t keep up with everything, 
they miyht as well fust discard 
it all. You know what I mean, 
don’t you? 

An interesting evolution of the 
tie-up between the Jewish Wei- 
fare Federation and the War

Rabbi Turns Table On Carping Jewish Laity

NEW ORLEANS, La.—Our rabbis are often 


criticized both publicly and privately, but it 
took an editorial in The Jewish Ledger, of this 
city, by Rabbi Julian B. Fiebelman, to turn to 
tables on the carping Jewish laity. 

After lauding the spiritual leadership of New 
Orleans’ congregations, Rabbi Feibelman said 
the “laity disturbs them (the rabbis), retards 
them, frustrates them and disheartens them.” 
At another point Rabbi Fiebelman_ wrote: 
“People regard sermons: as academic exercises, 
and they approve or disapprove as though they 
attended performances.” 

The editorial read in part: 

“The too long established independence ané 
individualism of the laity has stymied Juda- 
ism’s teachings. People regard sermons as 
academic exercises, and. they approve or dis- 
approve as though they attended performances. 
The rabbis preach as teachers teach, as serv- 
ants serve, as bearers of a truth. that cried to 
be uttered. 

“The community may or may not recognize 
that its standard of spiritual leadership can 
be measured by the noblest and best in this 
land. The rabbis are sincere, dedicated, forth- 
right, courageous. They are serious in the 
pulpit, rather than sensational, and they are 
good pulpiteers, if, with one possible exception, 
they are not renowned orators. 


“The rabbis recognize the standard of the” 
laity! It is on a par with other communities, 
And this ready recognition gives them pause, 
as well as apprehension, about the future of 
secure peace. They know that sacrifice is neg 
essary to establish a better world; readjust. 
ment to spiritual values is required to embody 
it with reality; and deep consecration ang 
faithfulness essential to fulfill its ultimate 
meaning. And the rabbis wonder if the people 
can comprehend the meaning of eternal ex. 
pressions phrased in religious terminology, 

“Either the community of the tone of spiritua) 
leadership must change, if peace and progress 
are to be expected. The rabbis obviously can. 
not change, nor can the principles and tenets 
and attributes they speak. 

“Often communities tend to console them. 
selves with the spiritual leadership they have, 
They do not take it too seriously, certainly 
not seriously enough to disturb themselves, 
The rabbis do; they must. The laity disturbs 
them, retards them, frustrates them, and dis. 
heartens them. And to spiritual leadership 
this can never become a consolation. And, as 
the issue was drawn, so, it is to be feared, it 
shall be drawn again. 

“The rabbis will continue to hold aloft the 
light, and pray that their people have eyes 
to see—and follow it.” 


Which brings me to another 
point. The American Jewish Con- 
ference will meet in about two 
months, and at the first sessions, 
I was able to get into the meet- 
ings of the all-important general 
committee from time to _ time. 
And because I was able to sit in 
on parts of this committee’s work, 
whieh really was more impor- 
tant than the Conference itself, I 
was able to give a first hand ac- 
count of what went on jn the 
inner-workings of the organiza- 
tion. 

Now it may be that some of 
the national Jewish leaders are 
planning to exclude the press 
from these committee sessions. 
So this is an admonition to the 
Anglo-Jewish press to be alert 
so that its rights are not arbi- 
trarily thrust aside. U. S. Jewry

“Same St. Joseph County Pub- 
lic ‘Schools—under the sponsor- 
ship of the Council of Churches— 
hape started Weekday Religious 
Education for the students of the 
fifth grade. The parents are 
asked to sign the cards which 
would enable the students to par- 
ticipate. The Rabbis of South 
Bend have discussed this matter 
with the Council of Churches and 
have found as follows: 

“(1) The Religious Education 
is supposed to be interdenomina- 
tional, concerning only the protes- 
tant denominations. It is definite- 
ly intended to give only Christian 
education. 

“(2) The participation is abso- 
lutely voluntary, and it was 
proven to us that only a very 
small number of children will 
participate. It is clear therefore, 
that Jewish children who will 
not participate will not be singled 
out, nor will they be isolated. 

“(3) The teacher expressed to 
the Rabbis that she does not ex- 
pect Jewish children to partici- 
pate. 

“The Rabbis of South Bend 
urge therefore the parents not to 
sign the cards, concerning the 
Weekday Religious Education. In 
case of doubt, please consult with 
your Rabbi.”

BERLIN—Ceremonies at the

Ludwig Frank, a Jew, was a 
member of the German Parlia- 
ment and the leader of the So- 
cialist Party. He was the first 
German soldier to fall in the 
World War. The memorial cere- 
monies, which will last for two 
days, will be attended by Koehler, 
the President of Baden; General 
Daimlin; Ex-Chancellor Wirth;

Reischstag, Loeb; and thousands 
of republicans. Followers of 
Adolph Hitler today besmirched 
the posters announcing the me- 
morial services in honor of Frank.

The Status of Jews—On The Agenda 


HE UNRRA Conference, now in its second session in Montreal 

has brought-.to the attention of the Jewish public, a phe 

nomenon of modern life; namely the joint memorandum submitted 
by six Jewish national organizations. 

For the record these organizattions were the American Jewish 
Conference; the American Jewish Congress, the Judas Israel, the 
World Jewish Congress, the Joint 
Distribution Committee and the 
Canadian Jewish Congress. These 
six bodies sent their observers to 
the assembly, decided on a course 
of action, got together and wrote 
out a memorandum. And the 
ghosts of all the hundreds of 
Jewish memorandums submitted 
by hundreds of Jewish groups 
to one sitting or conference look- 
ed down and smiled. 





ludicrous result arrived at by the 
August Commission. After all, 
given a few newspaper clippings, 
almost anyone could get up a list 
of 360 criminals! 


And still the Commission has 
not made up its mind how Nazi 
criminals who have _ oppressed 
and persecuted Jews are to be 
dealt with, since under the terms 
of the Hague Convention, acts 
contrary to written and unwritten 
laws of war must be committed 
by belligerents against belliger 
ents! 

Added to this, the murderers of 
Jews may get away scot free be 
cause if criminals are to be tried 
on the scene of their crimes, 4

ment of Polish Jews may not be 
dealt with too harshly by a Polish 
court, particularly when confit 
cated property is being returned 
to Jewish owners, taken away 
from Poles etc. These consideré 
tions are earnest ones and should 
be treated as such.

UNRRA is able to extend them.

“Qwest ce quune nation?” 
Renan asked. And then devoted 
his life to studying the history of 
the Hebrew people with much 
tenderness. Usually when this 
question is applied to the Jews, 
it is asked by less friendly minds, 
and holds in itself the answer 
that the Jews are a nation, a peo- 
ple apart and everlastingly alien. 

It is a large question—the 
identity of the Jew—and I do not 
engage myself to handle it in all 
its wearisome ethnologic and po- 
Itical aspects. But neither is it to 
be answered by saying it isn’t 
there at all. Indeed I will confess 
that, if I have never asked it 
before, or entered into its end- 
less disputations, I have often ex- 
perienced its equivalent—a start- 
led look at the Jew. — 

When I see Jews who bring a 
note of Babylon into the subway, 
who intrude an Assyrian haircut 
into Broadway, whose large, liq- 
uid eyes seem to stare out of the 
palace of Xerxes, I am startled 
because these faces belong to me. 
I do not wear them but some- 
how they are mine. The long 
cheeks of the Arabs, the curly 
nose of the Chaldeans, the thick 
lips of the Memmonites, the gard- 
board shoulders of the Egyptians, 
and a thousand other oddities of 
phiz, body, expression and .ges- 
ture that seem like an index of 
all history, offer themselves to 
me out of Jews. My heart says 
always I am related to them. My 
mind frowns at so large and di- 
verse-looking a family. 

How disturbed am I? Not too 
much. For they are not exactly 
alien. I remember uncles and 
aunts in my own home, who, 
when they assembled for a holi- 
day, looked like a congress of 
nations. Some of them had faces 
five thousand years old and some 
of them had ideas untouched by 
thirty centuries of science. 

They are not alien. Their trick 
is that they make me seem alien 
for a moment. They pull me out 
of my conceptions of myself as 
an American full of the history 
of Bunker Hill, John Paul Jones, 
and Covered Wagons. They re- 
mind me I have a secret—the 
vague, half-romantic secret of 
Jewishness—in me. 

When, added to the oddity of 
face, there are also the sound of 
broken English, the dress of a 
gypsy, and the obtrusive manner- 
isms of poverty, my disturbance 
is a little deeper. I do not then 
criticize these gaudy and uncouth 
kinsmen of mine. I feel, rather, 
a pang of worry—the fear that 
in the eyes of others I am part 
of their alienism. It is a little 
fear and a fugitive one—but I 
have noted it. It has helped me 
understand many Jews I know 
who close their eyes entirely to 
all Jews as if they were a bad 
dream. Close their eyes as tight- 
ly as they will, the dream will 
not vanish, nor will they, them- 
selves, step an inch out of it. 
They have nothing to gain by 
closing their eyes but a psychosis. 
But they seem to prefer a little 


madness to the hello of their 
kinsmen. 
Such are some of the thoughts 


I have when confronted by Jews 
with a faraway look and sound 
to them. I have never run from 
this little surprise nor closed my 
eyes, nor grieved, nor sought to 
hide myself in an artist’s smock 
or in an infatuation for other 
people’s origins. Nor have I -ever 
hurled myself into Jewishness as

the only way of hiding from its 
troubles, as the shrewd way of 
making the best of a bad bar- 
gain. There are many Jews who 
do this. Unable to stand up alone 
in their Jewishness, frightened 
by the look in the eyes of others 
that calls them alien, they rush 
for protection to the lodge of the 
Jews. They borrow eagerly from 
the history and tradition of the 
Jews and dress themselves up as 
Hebrew scholars and Semitic 
chieftains. In this way they are 
happy, rather than unhappy in 
their alienism. 

But for the most part, the Jews 
I know are more or less like my- 
self. They have healthy minds 
and they answer the smile of 
curiosity that sometimes touches 
the mouth of the Gentile with a 
smile of their own—who says a 
little alienism is a sin? Who is 
the judge of these matters? You, 
my fastidious friend? Who ap- 
pointed you judge? Nobody, good 
fellow—nothing but the oddities 
of your own ego. The oddities of 
my ego do not doff their hat in 
your courtroom. Judge away all 
you want, but you are not my 
judge. I am the only jurist I 
know. And, as jurist, I know that 
alienism is a fraud. A man has 
only to travel three hours in an 
aeroplane to find himself full of 
characteristics considered out- 
landish. I know that it is out of 
aliens that nations have made 
their own faces and laws. The 
English took in the Saxons and 
the Saxons took in the Danes. 
And the Danes, Saxons and An- 
gles took in the Norman, the 
Celt, and the Castilian (who was 
already part Jewish). And the 
combination of all these took the 
Teuton into its royal house. And 
God knows what else went into 
the goulash called English—let 
alone the bouillabaisse called 
American. 

I know that all this taking in 
of aliens is not always accom- 
panied by welcoming committees. 
The alien who comes to nest in 
strange lands is often resisted as 
if he were an ogre or a plague. 
As an invader he is greeted with 
canon, as a philosopher usually 
with a prison cell, and as a hum- 
ble citizen in quest of a roof, 
very often with special laws that 
fill his roof wit holes. 

All this I know, and if, for an 
hour a year, I feel a certain pang 
of alienism in me, it has not yet 
inspired me to renounce my kin— 
or to affirm hysterically my dif- 
ference from them. 

An American Wedding 

I have written that in nearly 
all the lands of Europe a Jew 
must think of himself—if he be 
a reasonable creature—as a Jew 
only, for he has been repeatedly 
singled out for special disfavors 
as a Jew. He has been seldom 
and but briefly embraced as a 
European. 

In the history of the Jew it 
takes one to make an auto-da-fe 
and two to make a wedding. His 
delusion that he is German, 
Polish, French, Spanish, or Ital- 
ian, his readiness to .write their 
tongues, increase their cultures 
and die for their peculiar nation- 
al ambitions, have nothing to do 
with his ultimate status as citi- 
zen of these lands. His deeds, 
however valiant and talented in 
behalf of foster lands, are fine- 
ries quickly stripped from him. 
Loaded with medals and diplo- 
mas, he is sent packing into 
ghettos, exile or death, and if he 
is not a Jew in the eyes of God 


or the rabbis, he is always one 
in good standing in the eyes of 
misfortune. 

But in ~ y own country, there 
is no history to give my illusion 
that I am full citizen the lie. 
There was uriginally some dis- 
crimination in Maryland and in a 
few other colonies—where Jews 
were denied the rights of citizen- 
ship as well as fellowship. This, 
though, was at the beginning be- 
fore we had become a nation (I 
am We again) and not since our 
emergence as the United States. 

Their being present at the 
birth of a nation is no novelty 
for Jews. They were present at 
the accouchement of Poland, 
Spain, France, Germany, and 
other nations. They have fought 
for the freedom and founding of 
many such states and achieved 
nothing by their efforts but the 
building of yet another house in 
which they were not welcome. 

This has not been the fate oi 
the Jew in the United States. 
Here he has been embraced polit- 
ically and socially, although the 
heartiness of the embrace has 
sometimes been questionable. 
Nevertheless, he has never been 
shown the door or even ushered 
out of the parlor. As much as the 
man from Sweden, Ireland, 
Greece, Italy, or the islands of 
the moon, the Jew has been given 
fully the inner and outer gar- 
ments of our democracy. He is 
an American and the rites of hon- 
orable assimilation are performed 
over his cradle or his citizenship 
papers. 

Why, then, any doubt on the 
subject? Why raise an issue of 
whether Jews are Americans 
when they so palpably are? I 
raise no such issue. What I raise 
is the right of Americans to be 
Jews. And I raise the issue, per- 
haps, more for Jews than non- 
Jews. Though we have tribes of 
anti-Semites in America, busy 
with all the fantasies of Jew- 
hatred, our country is as used to 
our Jewishness as it is to the 
shamrock-studded parades on St. 
Patrick’s Day. It is only we as- 
similated Jews who are not used 
to it, who desire to run from it 
when it signals in our nervous 
systems. Run where? Usually to 
the psychoanalyst’s couch. 

I see the facts as follows. If I 
do not defend myself as a Jew, 
who, then, will? If I do not at- 
tack the enemies of Jews, who 
will have at them? My fellow 
Americans busy on other fronts? 
Why should they, -since they are 
not Jewish, and-I am? Since I 
hold my peace, why should they 
raise their fists? Do I prove my 
Americanism more by hiding be- 
hind its bag and muttering false- 
ly that calumnies against Jews 
are none of my concern and they 
do not touch me? Here is a lie, 
for all Jews are touched by the 
libel against their kind, the de- 
struction of their distant kin in 
Europe. They are touched, dark- 
ened, and sickened, whether they 
stand praying in the synagogue 
or sit on the many red, white, 
and blue thrones of our country. 

If my sense of outrage against 
the Germans is a Jewish one, do 
I lessen my Americanism by 
voicing it? Americanism is foun- 
ded on a hatred of tyranny and 
on the belief in man’s humanity 
to man. It tyrants flout the laws 
of human rights, and murder the 
weak, and I shout against them, 
am I more Jew than American? 
Even if my anger is Jewish, loud- 
ly Jewish, and makes no bones 
about the fact that it has gath- 
ered its violence from the spec- 
tacle of a people swindled out of 
happiness and tormented into 
near extinction? 

My Jewishness does not belong 
to any other land. Despite the 
activities of the back-to-Palestine 
patriots, the Jew of America has 
no secondary homeland—except 
his face, and the history of his 
face. Unlike the man from Ire- 
land, Germany, Sweden, Italy, 


France, the Jew of America is 
never to be seen floundering in 
divided loyalties. As a Jew he 1s 
loyal to the same ideas to which 
he gives his American loyalty. 
He cries for the rights of man, 
and for the decent, unperilous 
operation of government. If he 
cries more loudly for these than 
the American next to him, is he 
not, perhaps, more American? 
“Who Am I?” 

I would be wrong if this ques- 
tion gave the impression that I 
am confused. I am not confused 
and have never been confused 
about who and what I am. It is 
my enemies who are confused on 
that subject. I write about their 
confusion, not mine. 

I will describe myself, briefly, 
and sketch my background. It is 
the. habit of writers to offer their 
ideas as if these were orphans 
belonging only to truth. This may 
be a fine way to write if you are 
writing about the shape of the 
heavens. But when you are writ- 
ing about the shape of your own 
soul, I prefer Montaigne’s way. 
He threw in accounts of his arms 
and legs and even bladder. My 
discourse on anti-Semites does 
not rise genie-fashion out of a 
bottle of truth. My ideas are the 
product of my personality and 
not of magic. They will acquire 
more import if I acquire more 
outline. 

I lived forty years in my coun- 
try without encountering anti- 
Semitism or concerning myself 
even remotely with its existence. 
This is, perhaps, a record for a 
Jew or, more likely, for a coun- 
try. There were no false contri- 
butions to this record such as an 
un-Jewish face, an un-Jewish 
name, or a mixed heritage. My 
family, including all the uncles, 
aunts, cousins, and second cous- 
ins, of whom I ever got wind, 
were all Jews, all immigrants 
from Russia, and all people of 
lowly origin. 

I have some uncles nearing 
ninety who have begun to mutter 
of learned forebears—sages and 
rabbis allegedly responsible for 
our line. I put little stock in these 
twilight reminiscences for I can 
remember no learning or even 
much literacy in the great troop 
of relations that surrounded my 
boyhood. I recall mainly that they 
were a noisy and improverished 
lot and saltier than any people I 
have since encountered. 

I was born in their midst in 
the ghetto of New York, and em- 
braced forthwith with a some. 
what mysterious devotion by all 
of them. It is, in fact, the me- 
mory of these Jews of my child- 
hood who draped me in gaudy 
vestments and filled my days 
with fervor and entertainments 
that has held me constantly in 
mind as a Jew. Although I trav- 
elled far and in many curious 
directions, I was loathe ever to 
leave those who had loved me 
so happily when I was weak and 
full of demands. 

At the age of eight, speaking 
Yiddish almost as fluently as 
English, and also a little master 
of the fiddle—as what Jewish 
child of that era wasn’t—I was 
plucked out of the ghetto and 
toted off to the Wisconsin town 
of Racine. The change of environ- 
ment was startling, but I cannot 
remember noticing it. I was 
placed in a public school which 
contained only two Jews. I made 
no friends with them. My dis- 
crimination was a matter of cir- 
cumstances and not of social 
nervousness. 

I remember the two Jewish 
boys as somehow unfit for the 
diversions of Lake Avenue, which 
was the street in which I lived. 
These diversions consisted of 
loud, and often dangerous, games 
of pirate and Indian play — of 
making and sailing sixteen-foot 
catboats, of practising to become 
circus acrobats—(I became one 
at fourteen)—of playing stump 
on, the ice cakes in Lake Michi- 


gan, of breeding rabbits, hunt 
crows and frogs, building hy 
and doing tricks on a bicycle, 

During this time, my parents 
who had established a store- on 
Main Street called “The Paris 
Fashion,” discovereda moody 
scholar from Kiev on the oyt. 
skirts of Racine and ordered me 
to his side twice a week. His 
duties were to teach me the He 
brew language and the prayers 
necessary for the salvation of 
the Jewish soul. He did this 
abominably, for he was a com. 
plete fool—a fact which I under. 
stood at the time. He instructeg 
me in the reading of Hebrew but 
indignantly refused to confide to 
me the meaning of the words ] 
read. I thus learned to read He. 
brew but never to know a whis. 
per of what I was reading—a 
piece of rabbinical sabotage that 
has kept me from enjoying the 
marvels of Sholem Aleichim, 
Hamm, (Viirshbein, Bialik, and 
other untranslatable Jewish ge 
niuses. 

My parents, who were honor. 
ably, but vaguely, fulfilling @ 
Jewish tradition, had small in. 
terest in the fact that illiteracy 
and not culture was being pound. 
ed into my skull. They were eon. 
cerned only with the fact that on 
my thirteenth birthday I would 
be confirmed in the presence of 
all my aunts and uncles come 
from Chicago and points east, 
and be able on this occasion to 
repeat in Hebrew words the 
prayers necessary for my knight 
ing as a Jew. Immediately after 
my Barmitzvah, the whiskered 
and foolish rabbi was dismissed 
from my life. 

My visits to the rabbi of Ra 
cine were known to my fellow 
Indians and pirates, as was my 
Jewishness. They had often seen 
my towering and billowy aunts, 
and heard the dialect comedians 
who were my uncles, come te 
visit us and make merry over tea 
glasses in family reunions. Yet I 
remember no hint or whisper 
from any of my companions or 
their families that I was an alien 
have been floored completely. 
race, people, or cult to be looked 
at askance. The only derogatosy 
name I was ever called was 
“book worm,” an epithet which I 
bore with secret pride. 

My years in the town’s high 
school were similarly missing im 
any Jewish consciousness on the 
part of my companions or my 
self. My own sense of being a 
Jew stopped with the love I had 
for my parents and my noisy 
troop of relations. I attended me 
synagogue, read no Jewish his 
tory or literature, never heard 
of the Spanish Inquisition, and 
listened to no discussion of Jew 
ish problems. Had anyone asked 
me at that time for a statement 
on the “Jewish situation” I would 
have been poored completely. 

There was no Jewish situation 
in my world of redskins, buccr 
neers, and acrobats. Jewish hie 
tory consisted only of my folks 
who had, after many hardships, 
arrived in the U. S. A., and whe 
considered themselves happily t@ 
be Americans with a slight a¢ 
eent. My mother had picked up 4 
sort of Samuel Weller diction i@ 
London’s Whitechapel and, to the 
end, was baffled by V’s and W's 
Otherwise, she spoke fine English 
with the exception of an. 0ec® 
sional double negative. My fat 
er’s talk was a little more of & 
Russian-Jewish immigrant. It was 
also that of a man whose image 
nation was too large for his Vo 
cabulary, a fact which made him

Dear Joyce: 

Your insistence that the rabbi 
perform your marriage service 
brought both of us real and con- 
tinuing happiness. When you 
came to visit, we thought it was 
to talk plans for the wedding, 
but we had no thought that we 
were to be invited. 

In spite of the heavy sched- 
ule and the great deal of time 

required to make the trip, both 
the rabbi and I look forward to 
it. The truth is that we are 
sentimental, and the opportun- 
ity to visit old friends—as 
guests of your parents—touch 
chords of warm and kindly 
memories. 

Deeper sentiment were stirred, 
too. We were happy to hear that 
you prefer to be married in the 
small temple where you went to 
Sunday School and were con- 
firmed. We like that ever so 
much better than the hotel. Our 
inconvenience in travel is slight 
compared to the inconvenience 
that your local rabbi faces now 
as a chaplain in service.

It is good to see that 
our friendship is also charished, 
for it gives us more compelling 
interest to follow your career, and 
to expect God’s favored blessings 
upon you. 

You will discover increasing- 
ly through marriage that senti- 
ment is real and precious. And 
your indication that your hus- 
band-to-be and you have ar- 
ranged to become members of 
that small temple, effective the 
day of your marriage, shows 
that you are headed in the right 
direction. The complimentary 
membership to you for a year’s 
membership in the sisterhood 
is pleasing; I only trust that 
you continue the interest of 
your mother there and will find 
in it associations and oppor- 
tunities for service that will 
gladden your days.

HE name _ Succoth, trans- 

lated into English, means 
“Booths” and accordingly, this 
Festival commemorates the life of 
the Jews in the Wilderness after 
leaving Egypt. The building of 
booths and the living in them 
today brings home annually to 
the Jew the though that life is 
essentially insecure, and that the 
highest type of human quality is 
that demonstrated by the simplic- 
ity and humility symbolized by 
dwelling in the succah (singular: 
“booth”). But Succoth is also a 
harvest festival, the Jewish 
Thanksgiving, which originally 
was celebrated after the people 
had finished their harvesting. To- 
day, too, the Jew regards Suc- 
eoth as the occasion for giving 
thanks to God for the blessings 
of the harvest. Succoth, thus, is a 
festival of joy, commemorated in 
Palestine of Temple Days by pil- 
grimages to Jerusalem by ll 
Jews, and celebrated today in the 
home by booths, and by syna- 
gogue services unique in cere- 
monials and colorful rituals. 


According to Orthodox Juda- 
ism, Succoth lasts for 9 days, of 
which the first two days (called 
Succoth proper) and the last 3 
days (7th day—Hoshanah Rab- 
bah, the Day of the Great Salva- 
tion; 8th day—Shemini Atzeres, 
the Eighth Day of Convocation; 
9th day — Simchas Torah, the 
Day of the Rejoicing of the Law) 
are observed as full holidays in 
the Jewish home and synagogue. 
Reform Judaism, in keeping with 
its practice of eliminating so- 
called’ “second days, observes 
merely the first day of Succoth 
and the eighth day (Shemini At- 
zeres) as full holidays. Many Re- 
form congregations have also in- 
troduced the celebration of Sim- 
chas Torah on the ninth day as a 
special holiday. 

Succoth Symbols 

The principal Succoth symbol 
is the Succoh, or “Booth,” the 
building of which begins im- 
mediately after Yom Kippur. The 
Succoh, which is a booth of four 
sides (one of which may remain 
open for the “door,” and the other 
3 need not be entirely closed) has 
a roof constructed of fresh green 
branches with enough openings 
so that those people inside may 
see the stars above. (See direc- 
tions for building the Succoh 
which follow.) The next symbols 
of importance are the “Four 
Species”: Essrog (a citron or 
lemon-like fruit); Lulab (a shoot 
of palm tree in its folded state 
before the leaves are spread out): 
Hadassah (3 twigs of. myrtle); 
and Aravah (2 willow branches). 
The last three “species” are ar- 
ranged with a triple holder of 
braided palm leaves which sup- 
ports the Lulab in the center, the 
Hadassah to its right, and the 
Aravah to its left. The Essrog is 
kept separately. These symbols, 
it is believed, originally 
used as decorations and building- 


were 


materials for the booth. Later 
Rabbinic interpreations said that 
the “Four Species” represented 
four types of men: the proud 
(Lulab), the humble (willow), 


the one with beautiful qualities 
but without good deeds (myrtle), 
and the type, the one 
whose virtuous deeds have an in- 
fluence upon others (the Essrog 
with its pungent odor). Gold and 
silver containers for the Essrog

are highly-prized ceremonial art- 
objects connected with the Suc- 
coth Festival 


Building A Succah 
In building a Succah, the 

men of the family do the construc- 
tion work, while the women busy 
themselves with the decorations 
and the preparation for the Suc- 
coth dinner. The Succah may be 
built simply or elaborately de- 
pending upon the inclination of 
the family. In some communities 
a Succah contest is held annually 
and prizes are awarded for the 
most beautifully built and decor- 
ated booth. The directions which 
are given here contemplate the 
building of a simple Succah. Ac- 
cording to Jewish tradition, the 
Succoh must be less than four 
feet in length, nor higher than 
25 feet. Within these limits, the 
measurements of your Succah 
should be designed to meet your 
needs. Four uprights (for the 4 
corners of the Booth) should be 
erected: (by either sinking in the 
ground, or by bracing, or by con- 
necting the uprights together by 
means of lathes both top and 
bottom thus creating the frame 
work of a box). One side of the 
booth should be left open (for the 
entrance). The other three sides 
may be boarded in, or closed by 
means of a white sheet, stalks of 
corn or bamboo shoots, etc. 
Lathes should be nailed in inter- 
vals across the top of the Booth 
as supports for the green 
branches which serve as the roof. 
The sides should be decorated 
with fresh fruits and vegetables, 
and similar fruits of the harvest 
should be suspended from the 
roof inside the Booth. The Succah 
is usually constructed in the back- 
yard and the grass, freshly cut, 
or a layer of fine sand may serve 
as the floor. Electric lights may 
be strung from the roof of the 
Succoh by means of extension 
wires from the porch of the 
house, though some families pre- 
fer to enjoy candlelight inside of 
the Booth. When the Suecah is 
built and decorated, a table and 
chairs are placed inside. 
The Succoth Table 

Except for inclement weather, 
the family prepares to eat the 
succoth Evening meal in_ the 
Succah. This custom may be ob- 
served throughout the 8 days of 
the Succoth Festival.) The table 
is covered with a white cloth and 
has as its centerpiece a beauti- 
fully arranged bowl of fresh 
fruit, which may serve as the 
dessert for the meal. A minimum 
of two candlesticks and candles 
are set upon the table for the 
blessing over the lights. The Kid- 
dush cup is filled with wine and 
challoh, with a special Succoth 
challoh cover, are placed at the 
head of the table. The Lulab and 
Essrog are placed upon a stool at 
the head of the table, in readi- 
ness for the traditional blessings. 
If possible, wine should be used 
as the beverage for the Succoth 
Evening Dinner (also on Simchas 
Torah Eve). 
Blessing Over the Lights 

Following the custom for the 
Sabbath, the Mother pronounces 
this blessing over the lighted 
candles: 
,Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu Me-lech Ho-o-lom A-sher Kid- 
sho-nu B’mitz-vo-sov V’tzi-vo-nu 
L’had-lik Ner Shel Su-kos. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
hast sacrificed us by Thy com- 
mandments and commanded us to 
kindle the lights of this Succoth 
Festival. 

Prayer and Kiddush 

The Father then rises and 
takes up the wine cup in his right 
hand. He recites the following 
prayer and Kiddush blessing: 

Let us praise God with this 
symbol of joy and thank Him for 
the blessings which this Festival 
of Succoth brings to us. May 
God’s providence which cared for 


our fathers in their wanderings 
also protect us. His bounteous 
hand satisfies all our needs; He 
has given us this Thanksgiving for 
the fruits of the harvest. May 
our kindness to others ever show 
our gratitude to Him whose kind- 
ness endureth forever. 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu Me-lech Ho-o-lom Bo-rey P’ri 
Ha-go-fen. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
hast created the fruit of the vine. 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu -Me-kech Ho-o-lom She-heh- 
chi-yo-nu V’kee-yi-mo-nu V’hi-gi-o- 
nu La-z’man Ha-zeh. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
has granted us life, sustained us 


and permitted us to reach this ] 


joyous festival of Succoth. 

Father drinks of the wine and 
passes the cup round the table for 
all to drink therefrom. 

Blessing Over the Bread 

The Father breaks the bread, 
passes a piece to each person 
present, and each one dips the 
bread in salt. The Father then 
recites the blessings: 

Bo-ruch A-toh -A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu Me-lech Ho-o-lom Ha-mo-tzi 
Le-chem Min Ho-o-retz. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe who 
causest the earth to yield food for 
all. 

Each one partakes of the bread 
and salt. 

Blessing In the Succah 

The Father then recites this 
blessing: 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi E-lo-hey- 
nu Me-lech Ho-o-lom A-sher Kid- 
sho-nu B’mitz-vo-sov V’tzi-vo-nu 
Lay-hhayv Ba-su-koh. 

Praised be Thou, O Lord our 
God, King of the universe, who 
hast sanctified us by Thy com- 
mandments and commanded us to 
celebrate this Festival in booths. 
Blessing of the Children 

The Father then blesses the 
children by placing his hands 
upon the head of each child in 
turn and pronounces an appro- 
priate blessing as the heart may 
prompt, eithehr silently or aloud. 
He may use the following prayer: 

May the God of our fathers 
bless you! May He who has 
guided us unto this Thanksgiving 
Festival lead you to be a con- 
tinued honor to our family. May 
He who has bestowed upon us the 
bounty of His harvest, ever make 
you a blessing to Israel, and all 
mankind. Amen. 

Grace After Dinner 

The Succoth meal is_ served. 
When the fresh fruit has been 
eaten as the dessert, the Father 
remains seated and recites the 
Grace: 

O Lord, Thou art our Shepherd, 
and we shall not want. Thou open- 
est Thy hand and satisfiiest the 
needs of every living being. We 
thank Thee at this Suceoth Sea- 
son for the gifts of the harvest 
which we have enjoyed at this 
table. As Thou hast provided for 
us hitherto, so mayest Thou sus- 
tain us through our lives. Thy 
kindness endureth forever, and 
we put our trust in Thee. While 
we enjoy Thy gracious bounty, 
may we never forget the needy, 
nor allow those who want, to be 
forsaken. May our table be an 
altar of lovingkindness, and our 
home a temple in which Thy 
spirit of goodness dwells. 

Bo-ruch A-toh A-do-noi-Ha-zon 
Es Ha-Kol. 

We praise Thee, O Lord, who in 
kindness sustainest the world. 
Blessing Over the Lulab and 
Essrog 

The family rises, the Father 
takes up the Lulab in right hand 
and Essrog in left, and recites 
this blessing:

The Father then waves the 
Lulab to the north and south, 
east and west, (a symbol of the 
presence of God throughout the 
world), and passes the Lulab and 
Essrog to each person at the 
table who in turn recites the 
blessing and waves the Lulab in 
the traditional manner. 

Singing At the Succoth Table 

It is a traditional custom to 
rejoice in the Succoh by the sing- 
ing of special songs for Succoth. 
The singing may take place dur- 
ing the meal, or follwing the 
blessings at the conclusion of the 
dinner. Some of the suggested 
songs are: The Garland Song, 
Hin-ney Mah Tov, Boker, At-zay 
Zay-sim Om-dim, Na-a-leh L’ar- 
tzay-nu, America The Beautiful, 
and any Simchas Torah Songs. 
The evening may be concluded, 
if the group in the Succah is large 
enough to warrant it, by a lecture 
or discussion on some particular 
Jewish subject. Or, if there are 
synagogue services, the family 
prepares to leave for Temple 
The Intermediate Days of 
Succoth 

The 6 days intervening between 
the first day of Succoth and the 
eighth day (Shemini Atzeres) are

UNITY IN THE COMMUNITY 

RTHODOX Jewery in Miami prayed together as brethren in 
O unity during the High Holy Days this year, as a result of the 
merger of two prominent congregations a month earlier. The con- 
solidation is of more than passing interest, and holds a lesson for 
Jewish communities throughout the country, in that the two groups 
originally split because of political differences among the officers 
and members. 

There is hardly a large Jewish community in America, and 
many a small one, which has not experienced this congregational 
splintering. In many instances geographic factors of location were 
responsible for the division, but more often than not personal dif- 
ferences led to the split. : 

In Cambridge, Mass., more than thirty years ago, a dispute arose 
among the members of Congregation Beth Israel as to the mode of 
worship. Some preferred the Sephardic ritual, and others insisted 
on the Ashkenazic form. One word led to another, and legal pre- 
texts were soon found to bring the case into public court. The Ash- 
kenazic group seceded, and later built its own structure. For years 
the feud continued, kept alive by a second generation which in- 
herited the antagonism, without knowing its causes. Only recently 
has goodwill been introduced through the efforts of the respective 
rabbis. 

In another community, of no more than a few hundred Jewish 
families, two synagogues existed, on® across the street from each 
other. On Sabbath mornings approximately nine men would ap- 
pear at each, wait several hours for a minyan, ‘and then the con- 
gregants would wend their separate ways homeward, all denied 
the pleasure of worshipping in full minyan. Years passed before 
a new, young rabbi, brought to the community, knocked sense into 
the heads of the respective boards of directors. Today one building 
is the synagogue proper, and its counterpart across the street is used 
as the Talmud Torah. 

What is impressive and striking about the Miami merger is the 
fact that one set of officers has voluntarily withdrawn, and the 
other group will administer the congregation until new elections 
in November. Whatever rationalization may be advanced for a 
secession it is often true that a defeated candidate for the presi- 
dency, aided and abetted by his followers, will bring about the es- 
tablishment of a new synagogue where he may wear the high silk 
hat, and sit on the altar. 


To be sure the phenomenon is not peculiar to Jews, and the 
history of the Protestant Church is replete with such stories. Many 
of the two hundred or more Protestant sects came into existence 
because of differences in the interpretation of a single word of 
Scripture. 


Young men, freshly assuming community leadership, can render 
no greater service than to examine critically the origins of the dif- 
ferences which so often separate institutions and groups, and sub- 
mit the facts to the cold light of reason. In many cities a thorough 
shake-up is required.

called the “Intermediate Days of 
Succoth.” They are not considered 
as full holidays, but are observed 
a part of the Succoth Festival. 
They should be celebrated insofar 
as possible by having the evening 
meal in the Succah. On these in- 
termediate days, there is no kind- 
ling of the lights nor Kiddush; 
the Blessing in the Succah and 
the Blessing of the Children are 
also omitted.

AL SEGAL Speaks 


on WE GET A GIFT 





HERE appears to be a new and vigor- 

ous drive on to bring the Jews in a mass 
to Jesus. It is called the Million Testaments 
Campaigns, Inc., and its purpose is to “provide 
one million New Testaments for Jews in Anser- 
ica, Europe, Palestine and Other Lands.” Its ad- 
dress is 1505 Race street, Philadelphia. 

Summoning all good Christians to help hasten 
the salvation of the Jews, George T. B. Davis, 
executive secretary, writes: “More Testaments 
are urgently needed! Will you not ask the Lord 
just what share you should have in providing 
more New Testaments for hungry-hearted Jew- 
ish peoples?” 

So, one morning recently, our postman rings 
the bell to tell me he has a package for me. It 
was a small box which, upon being opened, dis- 
closed one of the million New Testaments for 
the salvation of Jewish souls including my own. 
It was a gift from Mrs. L. W. Dickeson of Los 
Angeles. 

I was not ungrateful. I could appreciate the 
effort of a gentle lady troubled on account of my 
soul. I am not one who can be so sure of the 
perfection of his soul that he can scorn one’s 
purpose to improve it. Indeed, in my humble 
way, I am conscious of its many imperfections 
of which my wife now and again reminds me. 

Nor did I put the New Testament aside as 
something that I could take up in a more leisure 
hour and probably forget altogether. I leafed 
through its pages at once. They were not un- 
familiar to me and my fingers quickly turned 
to chapters and verses that I had long regarded 
as good ethical teaching for Gentiles, and Jews 
for that matter. 

You see, I-am a fellow who had been much 
concerned on account of the souls of Gentiles, 
just as Mr. George T. B. Davis of Million Testa- 
ments Campaigns, Inc., is worried about the 
souls of Jews. The way many of the Gentiles 
have been behaving is quite awful. Their ma- 
licious hates, their wicked prejudices, the filthy 
falsehoods they spread against neighbors, their 
vile persectuions of neighbors whose race or 
religion or complexion they don’t like. You'd 
never guess there had been 2000 years of Chris- 
tian teaching against all that sort of thing. 


These heathen Gentiles have made a hideous 
world out of this and unless something’s done 
about their souls the world is not likely to gét 
any better. They are dangerous characters who 
might be neutralized if Christians could be made 
of them. 

Not unmindful of the derelictions of my own 
poor soul, my heart, nevertheless, meditated 
sadly upon the damaged souls of these Gentiles, 
as I fingered the pages of the New Testament 
that Mrs. Dickeson so graciously had sent me. 
I am not a person who selfishly quenches him- 
self first as long as his brother is thirsty. 

Yes, I could find so much in this book for the 
refreshment of Gentile souls, sick in their 
morals. Here was Jesus saying (Matthew, 
Chapter 5): “Blessed are the meek, for they 
shall inherit the earth.” 


He meant this for the arrogant who push 
around the weak and compound their arrogance 
by impudent falsehood against the good name 
of their victims. 


He was saying: “Blessed are the meriful; 
blessed are the pure in heart; blessed are the 
peacemakers; blessed are ye, when men shall 
revile you and persecute you, and shall say all 
manner of evil against you falsely.” 

He meant this for cruel hands that lacerate 
the hearts of their neighbors; for,creul hearts 
that meditate evil against their brothers; fer 
evil-makers who, like microbe-carriers, go about 
to poison men with the venom of their own 
hates. 

How selfish it would be in me to keep this 
Testament privily for my own comfort and 
guidance when there were so many Gentiles 
badly in need. I know well my own delinquen- 
cies but then I, the Jew, never had persecuted 
anybody and I had never gone about to foment 
hate in the world. I had hated some individuals 
as ferociously as anyone could hate, but I had 
never been guilty of the sin that envelopes an 
entire group of people in the foul wrappings of 
hate and contempt. I had never spread false- 
hoods against classes of people whose religion 
was not like mine, or whose complexion was not 
of the same bright color as mine, or whose blood 
I judged, in ignorance and malice, not to be as 
good as mine. For, having lived a very long 
time, I, the Jew, have come to understand that 
it takes all kinds of people to make any group 
and, as a civilized man, I must discriminate as 
between individuals. 


So, while I appreciate the Million Testaments 
Campaign for my soul, I may not, like some 
bounder, insolently push my soul forward to 
drink from the fountain of salvation; there are 
so many Gentiles to be looked after. I can wait. 


Indeed, I shall further the work of the Million 
Testaments Campaigns, Inc. in my own way. 
I shall carry the New Testament in my pocket 
(it is small enough for that) to read to the next 
Gentile who approaches me with malicious ut- 
terance against races, religions or human colors. 
I shall read to him the blessings that were said 
for the meek, the persecuted, and the peace- 
makers. 

“And, my friend, here’s something more to 
help make a Christian out of you. It says here, 
‘All things whatsoever ye would that men 
should d6 for you, do you even so to them; for 
this is the law and the prophets.” That, my 
friend, is the Golden Rule.”

I guess my thinking must be 
warped, and whatever you think 
about this situation I’m explain- 
ing to you, won’t make any differ- 
ence, but I would like to have 
your reaction anyway. 

In planning ahead to keep The 
Post ahead, I hit upon an article 
on both sides of the question: 
“The Jew Does (Does Not) Treat 
the Negro Better Than Do His 
Non-Jewish Neighbors.” I wrote to 
one Southern rabbi who agreed 
to write on one side of the ques- 
tion, and then wrote to another, 
and here is his answer: 

Dear Mr. Cohen: 

“IT have your leater and in an- 
swer beg to state that I am un- 
willing to contribute an article 
on the subject which you sug- 
gest since I feel that I do not 
wish to engage in a debate with 
my Colleague Rabbi . OR a 
question which can do no good 
but. which may do _ incalculable 
harm. 

“I am very much surprised that 
a journal of your standing, which 
in my opinion is one of the finest 
in the field, should want to, pub- 
lish such articles. Can you not 
see that these articles if published 
may be used against not only 
Southern Jews but all Jews by 
those who today are stirring up 
racial hatred in this country. The 
colored press which has at times 
exhibited a latent form of anti- 
semitism would be delighted to 
have such articles written by 
Southern rabbis. If you publish 
these articles you will incur the 
wrath of all Southern Jews. In 
one sentence I could write there 
are some Jews who treat Negroes 
well and some who take advant- 
age of them just as do the Chris- 
tions. You cannot make a general 
statement. 

I have lived in the South now 
for seventeen years and I do not 
see any difference in the treat- 
ment accorded Negroes by Jews 
or non-Jews. This question is not 
debatable so please, Mr. Cohen, 
tell Rabbi . . . to confine his liter- 
ary talents to other subjects. 

“Hoping that you will take 
these suggestions kindly and with 
all good wisher for the New Year, 
I am

In my estimation the rabbi is 
all wrong. He himself writes that 
he cannot ‘‘see any difference in 
the treatment accorded Negroes 
by Jews or non-Jews.” Although 
not written from this standpoint, 
think of the indictment in that 
sentence. Here are Jews, who 
themselves are victims of the 
worst kind of persecution, who 
they have so little sense of jus- 
tice, that they partake in the 
same kind of bigotry against the 
Negro as is practiced by the 
Southern White.

ANTED and not wanted. The repre- 

sentatives of two nations urge Jewish 
workers to return to their native cities because 
they are skilled®* workers and useful citizens. 
The Belgian and Dutch counsuls last week 
urged Jewish diamond workers and marchants 
who are now in Palestine to return to their

Compare this bit of news with the action of 
the American Legion demanding that the immi- 
gration laws be changed to a condition which 
would stop all immigration. The present im- 
migration laws protect this nation against al- 


most every nationality which might cause it 
harm, and the Legion’s stand is obviously born 
of poor understanding of the potentialities of 
this nation and of the contribution to the de- 
velopment of these potentialities made by the 
immigrant. It is a fear complex, and does little 
credit to the Legion, which knows well and good 
when it asks that there be a stoppage of immi- 
gration as long as one million are unemployed 
in the U. S., that everyone conversant with the 
situation concedes that there will always be a 
floating 2,000,000 unemployed here even in peak 


conditions. 


Try To Bring Some Kind of Order Into It 


CCORDING to a news report by the 
World Wide News Service, at least four 
Jewish groups are.in Montreal to present their 
own case to the UNRRA Council meeting there. 
In addition, at least one other national Jewish 
organization has sent a delegation to the meet- 
ing to press its case. 

There is a possibility that hit and miss tactics 
by national Jewish organizations could have 
more effect than if one overall committee waited 
on the UNRRA officials, but it is very likely 
that what one Jewish delegation asks will be 
opposed to what another delegation comes to 
seek, so that once again a group disposed to do 


what it can to alleviate the plight of suffering 
Jews does not know which way to turn. 

If the American Jewish Conference doesn’t 
prove able to bring some co-ordination into the 
American Jewish groups when they appear be- 
fore ruling bodies, and the B’nai B’rith, having 
been burned once, as it may consider, won’t 
tempt fate again, then perhaps the National 
Community Relations Advisory Council might 
step into this field and try to bring some kind 
of order into it.

Rabbi the Black-Faced Boy at the Carnival 


ABBI JULIAN B. FEIBELMAN’s criticism 
of the Jewish layman is of ‘course justi- 
fied. The straight-speaking New Orleans Re- 
form rabbi could have gone farther in his 
charges and still not have stretched the truth 
The Jewish community everywhere look 
upon their rabbis as hired employes. But 
whereas in private employment only one boss 
is on hand to watch the employe, in the case 
of the rabbi, he not only has his own three to 
four hundred members as bosses, but anybody 
else in the Jewish community uses him as a 
convenient scapecoat too, 


It is really a comic situation, were it not so 
tragic for Judaism. And the fault is not that 
of the rabbi either. 


Nor is this situation limited to the Jewish 
‘religion alone, although as Jews with our long 
background we have less excuse than other 
denominations. We respect our doctors, we 
respect our lawyers, we even are beginning 
to respect the Jewish laborer, but the rabbi is 
the black-faced boy at the carnival we pay 


twenty-five cents to throw three baseballs at. 


W hat’s Behind the Jewish Brigade? 


HERE’S been a lot of excitement in Jewish 

circles over the establishment of the Jew- 
ish Brigade by the British, and probably the 
group who are wondering most about the 
significance of this move are the Jews. ~The 
Jewish Brigade can have no effect on the 
outcome of the war, and its symbolical value 
is practically lost considering the late date at 
which the British finally acted.

In order to track down the agents of dis- 
union and Fascism, it is essential that we 
learn the origihal source of the material that 
is being distributed. Should anything of this 
nature be handed to you, inquire as to where 
it was received. The chances are that the 
casual distributor will gladly cooperate with 
you in this, if the seriousness of the matter 
is brought to his attention. 

All such information should be communi 
cated immediately to the: Commission-on Ameri+ 
canism, TW. 0212. Prompt action will be taken.

cent history of Germany offers a horrible ex- 
ample of ho wa cunning and unscrupulous 
leader can utilize race prejudice for the achieve- 
ment of his own ends. Hitler used anti-Semi- 
tism as a means of inciting his followers to 
violence. He appealed to the worst elements 
in Germany, when their morale was at its 
lowest. He did not waste time talking about 
the economic problems that had reduced these 
people to hopelessness. He whipped up their 
passions, their resentments, their lust for re- 
venge—blind, sadistic revenge upon no matter 
whom; and the Jews offered a ready-made 
target. 


It is a deplorable fact that Anti-Semitism 
exists in America, too. It is a dangerous com- 
ponent of our political life and the problem of 
keeping it under control is one phase of the 
problem of democracy. We cannot hope to root 
out, over-night, destructive passions from the 
hearts of men. But what we can do is sterilize 
the social soil in which those passions germ- 
inate. 

In the post-war world, there will be mil- 
lions of men and women, in whom the philos- 
ophy of hatred has been deeply ingrained, who 
have been insured to blodshed and destruction 
and to whom death is a commonplace. If they 
cannot find employment, if they are denied 
political rights and economic security, if a sense 
of injustice and defeat rankles in their breasts, 
they will be ready recruits for the stormtroops 
of any senator or radio priest: or transatlantic 
filler, who covets power; and they will take up 
eagerly as a battle-cry: “Kill all the Jews” 
—for to the despairing and the desperate, the 
more irrational and destructive the slogan, the 
better. The surest way to avert that catas- 
trophe is to build a’ post-war world whose 
corner-stones are political equality, economic 
democracy and social justice for aill.
